3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

With respect to claim 12, Applicant is directed to the reasons for allowance set forth in 
paragraph 32 of the non- final office action dated 6/18/03 and paragraph 20 of the final office 
action dated 10/28/03. In addition, the examiner would like to discuss US 6701749 to Wang et 
al 

Wang teaches making an insulated glass (IG) unit by bonding two glass sheets 2, 3. The 
reference teaches applying a first glass frit 301 to both glass sheets (Figure 13a), curing the first 
glass frit, applying a second glass frit 303 on at least one of the glass sheets and over the cured 
glass frit 301 (Figure 13b), wherein glass frit 303 is different from glass frit 301 (column 12, 
lines 20-38; column 13, lines 10-21), assembling the glass sheets together such that glass frit 303 
is sandwiched between glass frit 301 (Figure 13c), and curing glass frit 303. 

The reference fails to teach or suggest providing a frame that has an opening therethrough 
and the sealing section (first and second glass frits) being between and in contact with the 
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window (one of glass sheets 2, 3) and a frame, wherein the sealing section extends completely 
around the opening. Although the reference teaches first glass frit 301 and second glass frit 303 
being in contact with each other, the reference fails to teach or suggest the first glass frit 301 
being in contact with the window (glass sheet) and spaced from a frame and the second glass frit 
303 being in contact with a frame and spaced from the window (glass sheet).
